They also demonstrate 
a simple exercise using two pencils which il- 
lustrates several points of the film: visual aids can 
be very simple; simple aids can often evoke a great 
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deal of language; concrete objects make the 
teacher’s work easier, and with such aids the 
teacher can say less and the student more.
